testimony of M. J. Wright, the Vaile- 
joPostmaster, 
it appears 
that some 


time during 
last Novemoer, 
Arm- 


strong bid for 1,000 oondetnmed 
mus- 


kets and 150,000 cartridges at $2 
each 


for the muskets, and $2 per 
thousand 


for the cartridges. 
Soon after, 
Arm- 


strong became heavily involved, 
and 


Wright, in connection 
with another 


creditor, 
had 
Armstrong's 
contract 


assigned to them, 
with the 
under- 


standing that iftLe goods 
were 
sold 


to them by 
the Governme.it 
under 


his bid, they were to pay 
Armstrong 


$100 gold down, and $1,000 to be cred- 
ited to him on 
the 
outstanding 
ac- 


counts. 
When, a short 
time after, 


Armstrong 
c>mtninced 
proceedings 


iv bankruptcy, 
Wright became 
a pre- 


terred creditor for this $2,100, ofwhich 
ouly $100 had been actually paid. 
In 


his 
examination 
before 
Registrar 


Clark, Wright claimed that the goods 
were not of tbe quality 
reported 
to 


him by Armstrong; 
that 
nearly 
all 


the carbines 
were defective, 
and very 


many wortiiless, aud that be had em- 
ployed a man at a heavy expense 
for 


over three months 
in putting them 
iv order, 
it is 
said 
that 
notwith- 


standing 
thuse defects the 
arms 
sold 


at from 4>d to $10 each 
and the 
car- 


tridges 
brought 
$15 
per 
thousand; 


hence while Wright was pressing 
his 


claims as a preferred creditor, he had 
made a handsome 
profit out of the 


contract. 
Enough evidence of crook- 


edness 
was elicited tojustify tne Reg- 


istrar in transfeiriag the examination 
to a higher tribunal.?

easily made, 
and hasty 
ideas uttered; 


and in view of the fact 
that 
the dis- 


cussion of the legality of the Act con- 
st itutlng the Board of Publio 
Works 


ia attracting popular attention, aa well 
as financial 
investigation, it may be 


well 
to give the matter 
a serious 


thought again. 
The theory has been 


accepted by some that the municipal- 
ity possesses 
Imperious righta that tiie 


State haa no power to interfere with. 
Thecity authorities act in all of their 
proceedings 
under their charter which 


they acquire from the Legislature 
it- 


aelf, 
which alone 
haa 
the authority 


to give under the Constitution. 
The 


right to operate in the performance 
of 


their functions 
ia not an unrestricted 


exercise of power, but is subject to the 
control of the power

organization its being. 
The Legisla 


ture haa a right to direct, control and 
remodel 
municipal 
action when ever 


necessity 
compels, as the decisions of 


the Supreme 
Courts 
of New York, 


Mcssacliuaetta 
and 
several 
of 
tbe 


Southern 
States demonstrate. 
It ia a 


well established 
fact that the power 


that creates 
can undo 
its own work, 


provided that in both cases, 
aa to cre- 


ating and 
anulllng it is don*; within 


tbe limits of the Constitutional 
pro- 


visions. 
There can 
be no question aa 


to the fact that in the creation of the 
Board of Public Works the Legisla- 
ture exercised 
a power that Constitu- 


tionally was its right. 
Legislative 


functions 
are supervisory aa well as 


mandatory, and 
their aDpllcation 
to 


communities 
are 
ultimately 
to be 


fixed by the Supreme Court. 
An un- 


constitutional 
act of the Legislature 


or an illegal act of the Governor 
can 


be rectified 
by tbe Supreme 
Court. 


Former precedent shows, ln many in* 


stances, 
that 
the Board 
is a legally 


constituted organization. 
In forming 


opinions upon matters of this charac- 
ter we must adhere to precedent, 
and 


in that view of tbe 
case 
there are 


overwhelming instances in support of 
the 
present 
legislation. 
Whatever 


may be 
the decision 
of the District 


Court, which of course will be consci- 
entious, 
an 
appeal 
will probably 
be 


taken to the Suprem,. 
Conn, and we 


do not hesitate to express the opinion 
that its decision will sustain 
the 
ac- 


tion of the 
Legislature. 
The argu- 


ment that contracts 
made by the city 


government 
can only be fulfilled by 


that authority is an error, 
The

thority to do muuicipal acts can

transferred from one body to another 
by legislative action.
